Dear Editor 

At the recent annual parish meeting we 
heard a presentation by a manager at 
Stagecoach. He gave us explanations for 
why changes have been made to our bus 
service, and told us about plans for the 
near future. Other enhancements are 
dependent on increased bus use. 
Misinformation about what was said is 
circulating. One comment that is repeated 
is that nothing has changed. That is untrue, 
and we are writing to put the record 
straight. Here is an outline of what we 
learned. 


Significant issues for Stagecoach include 
the loss of many drivers because of higher 
wages elsewhere. The company is training 
replacements, but it takes two weeks for a 
driver to leave, and twelve weeks to train 
another. Government subsidies paid during 
the pandemic have now stopped; the 
government cannot continue to give 
businesses financial support without 
substantial further tax increases. 
Significantly fewer people are using buses 
than were up to March 2020. Combining 
the no. 5 and no. 6 services is a solution to 
those problems. 


Improvements will soon come into effect. 
From June there will be buses that will 
take the direct route to Cambridge at peak 
times in the morning and afternoon. That 
will not bring any reduction in the 
frequency of the combined service. Further 
improvements will be made when 
passenger use increases. Attractive new 


fare deals are being offered that will mean ] 


reductions in cost for regular users. 


Stagecoach will not be reinstating the late- 
night bus, and it will not improve bank- 
holiday services. There is very little 
demand for either. The company cannot 
run uneconomic buses, nor can passengers 
be expected to fund them. 


Complaints were made at the meeting 
about the hourly bus that goes round the 
village. The introduction of this is life- 
changing for some older and disabled 
people. Those who cannot walk far can 
now get to Tesco. Before the village centre 
was redeveloped that service was offered. 
It takes only a few minutes to get round 
the village. 


Many villagers do not realise how 
fortunate we are regarding our bus service. 
Huge areas of East Anglia have no buses at 
all on Sundays. We have splendid bus 
drivers too. They are patient with those 
who struggle with the language or with 
hearing, ask complicated questions, have 
trouble finding their card or the fare, and 
are unsteady on their feet. They remind the 
forgetful that they have reached their stop 
and clear the road when blocked with 
waste bins. For negotiating the vehicles 
parked in Girton and Oakington they 
deserve a special mention. 


We encourage bus users to support 
Stagecoach. That will enable them to 


s WI achieve their intention of providing the 


kind of service we need.

Court in March 2022 and ay i 
admitted one count of fraud by [y77 / 
false representation. a 


Mr Hass was convicted, given 

a criminal record, and ordered 

to pay over £700 in 

investigation and legal costs 

for wrongly claiming a 

COVID assistance grant 

intended to support struggling businesses 
during the pandemic. These COVID 
business support grants use Government 
funding and are administered by Councils. 


Former company director Mr Hass falsely 
claimed a £10,000 grant under the 
company's name for business premises in 
Linton that his firm no longer occupied. 


In court, the bench expressed their concern 
relating to the monies lost to the public 
purse. Mr Hass will have to pay the money 
back.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE COUNTY COUNCILLOR’S REPORT 


Many residents will know that 

there are problems with the bridge 

on the approach to Bar Hill from 

the Al4 or B1050. There have 

emerged ramps and this has 

prompted some urgent 

investigation by Council officials, 

who are obviously trying to assess 

what the causes are. They are 

looking to do an emergency 

surface patch to make for a 

smoother drive as many drivers have 
experienced problems including damage to 
their vehicles as a result of the ramp. But 
also they will be undertaking ground 
investigations to determine what the soil 
make up is to try and ascertain what the 
issues are with the fill material used in 
construction. Potentially the County could 
go back to National Highways who built 
these bridges and embankments initially. In 
the mean time there are ramp signs and 
residents should drive cautiously in these 
areas, but the officers are aware and 
dealing with it. 

In other highways maintenance news, 
following complaints by residents, there 
will be remedial work done on path 
resurfacing and gulley clearing. Residents 
reported that in The Spinney slurry seal 
was put down in quickly and unevenly, 
which has caused difficulties — big 
puddles, uneven walking surface, trips and 
falls. It seemed to be sinking. Also there 
were works in preparation whereby 
contractors threw a lot of turf into a ditch, 
causing blockages. The County has 
promised to inspect the problem and 
arrange for resurfacing and the removal of 
the grass cuttings from the ditch.

The Memorial Garden, a place for 
quiet reflection 

My visit to the Memorial Garden in Bar 
Hill was an extremely pleasant surprise. 
Situated quietly between the Octagon and 
the Parish Council Offices, this little space 
made a huge impression. The five majestic 
Silver Birches lend privacy and shade 
while the packed flower beds are a sensual 
overload of colour, fragrance and the hum 
of insects. 


The garden is very special to many, none 
more so than Chris Stannard who sadly 
lost his wife, Geraldine, to Multiple 
Sclerosis in 2006. I met him there to find 
out more. 


“When the Main Worship Hall was built in 
1992, the original Memorial Garden was 
lost” Chris began “There was nowhere for 
people to go to think about their loved 
ones. In 2009, the Rev Ruth Adam and 
Margaret Sellars, the Chair of the Parish 
Council at the time, began to plan for a 


new garden. The pair got together a few 
people who might be interested in taking 
on the project” 


Chris joined the group and suggested his 
daughter-in-law Emma Stannard, may be 
able to help. Emma is not only a qualified 
horticulturist; she also had experience 
working with various local councils in 
their parks and gardens. Calling on the 
help and ideas from Bar Hill Primary 
School children, a plan slowly evolved 
“The children imagined all sorts of 
amazing things like waterfalls and such 
like” Chris told me. However, a more 
modest final design was adopted. 


The garden would cost around £10,000 to 
£12,000. Three thousand pounds was 
donated by the Parish Council and a 
further £3000 by the Church. The rest was 
raised at events held and donations. 
Contractors were employed and volunteers 
got stuck in to develop the space, 


including ferrying trailer loads of plants 
from Wisbech and other areas. 


The garden is around 13 years old now and 
is showing signs of wear. “The wooden 
bench needs replacing. We have decided 
on a replacement bench made of recycled 
plastic which will cost £ 1000. The only 
source of income for the garden now 
comes from the memorial plaques which 
are placed around the garden and can be 
purchased for £100” explained Chris " At 
the moment the maintenance gardening is 
mainly done by Jean Diver, Helen Collins 
and a few others but we desperately need 
more volunteers to help. It would not be a 
huge commitment; we have a big clear up 
twice a year in the Spring and Autumn, 
and then there's a little weeding in 
between” 


If you could offer some time volunteering
